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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant submits that it is unfair to read only so much of a reference that supports a given position. However, 
references are to be considered for all they teach, not just an embodiment which may be the most preferred. Clearly, DeLisio et al 
envisions casting sPP film only. One of ordinary skill in the art may realize that such would require a processing aid. That is no problem- 
instant claims 52-57 also contain such a recitation. The Example at column 5 of the applied reference does indeed teach a casting drum 
temperature of 100-1 10 deg F, and hence is within the range set forth in amended claim 43. Since that is the only disclosure in the 
reference to drum temperature, it would have to be assumed that such a temperature would have been employed when casting a film of 
sPP. 
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
